Representatives from Waste 
Away, Inc., were present at the 
bi-monthly meeting and asked that it 
continue to be allowed to combine 
trash and garbage in its trucks and to 
dump the mixture at the county

April is Child Abuse Prevention Month in state 


Goy. Guy Hunt has proclaimed 
the month of April as Child Abuse 
Prevention Month in Alabama, 
Coffee County Human Resources 
Director Ron Smith has announced, 
The State Dept. of Human Resources 
is the agency required, by law, to 
receive and investigate reports of 
abuse and neglect. 

‘We have had great success in 
making the public more aware of the 
problem, and now, we are paying 
particular attention to taking 
preventive measures as wel] as 
working to remedy the problem after 
abuse has occurred,’’ Smith said. 

Smith pointed out that the Coffee 
County Dept. of Human Resources is 
emphasizing the prevention of child 
abuse and neglect with its unique 
Family Life Enrichment Program. 
This program stresses the 
importance of preserving family life 
and building on strengths which all 
families have. Obviously, it makes 
sense to take steps to prevent a 
problem from developing or 
occurring rather than simply 
responding after the damage is 
already done, he said. 

During fiscal year 1986, 


statewide, the Dept. of Human 
Resources received nearly 30,000 
reports of child abuse, including 465 
in Coffee County. 

Smith pointed out that child 
abuse is common to all socio- 


economic groups, races of people 
and to all professions, ‘‘It is a 
problem in families where there are 
white-collar workers and in families 
where there are blue-collar 
workers,’’ he said,

Commercial motor vehicles to face 


highway inspection by state troopers 


Gov. Guy Hunt has joined 
Dept. of Public Safety officials in 
inaugurating Alabama's first 
commercial vehicle inspections 
under the Motor Carrier Safety 
Assistance Program. 

Hunt said the ‘tneed for the 
Motor Carrier Safety Assistance 
Program is without question, The 
results of this work will be safer 
roadways for all motorists, not just 
for the commercial motor vehicles 
targeted for inspection under the 
program,’’ 

Public Safety Director Thomas H. 
Wells said MCSAP is designed to 


reduce accidents involving 
commercial motor vehicles through 
safety inspections of interstate, 
intrastate, private and for-hire 
carriers, With special emphasis on 
those carrying hazardous materials. 

Wells said nine teams of specially 
trained state troopers are beginning 
inspections of vehicles statewide to 
detect vehicle and driver problems. 


In Alabama in 1985, commercial 
motor vehicles accounted for 10 
percent of total miles traveled, but 
were involved in 17 percent of all 
fatal accidents. 


Causes for dropouts discussed by educators 


A committee appointed last year 
by State Supt. of Education Wayne 
Teague to develop a plan for 
reducing and preventing school 
dropout is nearing the end ofits task, 
according to Floyd R. Johnson Jr., 
State Dept. of Education coordinator 
for school attendance. 


The committee, comprised of 


about 20 superintendents, school 
attendance supervisors and coor- 
dinators, principals and counselors, 
has been meeting § since last 
September and expects to complete 
its work by summer, 

‘We should have the final 


document completed by the end of 


May,”’ said Dr. Osbie J. Linville, 
chairman of the Dropout Prevention 


Task Force and superintendent of 


Lauderdale County schools, 


The group has compiled a list of 
reasons why students drop out of 


school and drafted suggestions and 
proposals to counter these reasons. 
Some causes of student dropout 
include poor interpersonal skills and 
poor self-concept; lack of support 
services; difficulty with the transi- 
tion from elementary to junior high 
or middle school; absenteeism and 
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truancy; frequent illness; personal 
appearance; substance abuse; 
personal or financial reasons; dis- 
ruptive behavior; suspension; 
expulsion; feelings of harassment by 
teachers and/or administrators; 
disinterest in school subjects; 
excessive standards; and inappro- 
priate school placement and 
curriculum. 

According to Johnson, the 
greatest number of students in the 
state who leave school do so because 
of academic difficulties, followed by 
turning 16 - the compulsory school 
attendance age - and teenage 
pregnancy as the leading causes of 
dropout, Alabama's dropout rate, as 
reported by the State Dept. of 
Education, is 19.5 percent. 

Task Force members agree that 
prevention efforts should start in the 
early grades before reasons for 
dropping out develop. According to 
Linville, the ‘‘bottom line’ in 
prevention is showing Rpenuine 
concern for a student as a person, He 
said it should be a crime for a 
student to be allowed to drop out of 
school without first someone telling 
him or her, ‘‘lcare. | don’t want you 


to drop out of school,’’ 

‘We can't expect to improve 
ourselves as a state, as a nation and 
as a people if we don’t educate our 
children, and we can't educate our 
children if they are dropping out of 
school,’’ Teague said. 

“There are an awful lot of 
problems and pressures placed on 
our young people today,'’ he added, 
‘and our schools as well as our 
families and communities simply 
must do more to keep these kids in 
school and see that they get a good 
education.”’

landfill. The spokesmen told the 
commission they had been told by 
the previous county engineer that 
such a plan was acceptable and the 
contract awarded to the company by 
Elba was based on the acceptance of 
the method of garbage pickup. 

To separate the garbage and 
trash would cause a financial setback 
for the company, according to the 
representatives. 

The commission was told that the 
garbage dumped at the landfill was 
80 - 90 percent household refuse and 
that the combination of the two types 
of refuse would not shorten the 
lifespan of the landfill. 

The commission stated the added 
trash and garbage would quickly fill 
up the landfill and cause problems 
when it came time to purchase 
additional land for another landfill 
site. 

After a lengthy discussion, the 
commission told the representatives 
they may return to the next meeting 
to again discuss the problem, but 
then told company officials that it 
must stop the practice immediately. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk stated 
that when the present commission 
took office it discovered dis- 
crepancies in the amount charged to 
the cities in the county for dumping 
at the landfill, and at a meeting in 
October a new set fee was adopted 
for all users of the landfill based on 
the landfill’s operating cost and the 
amount of garbage dumped at the 
site by the cities. 

Faulk reported that while Enter- 
prise and New Brockton began 
paying the new rate at the time of the 
agreement, Elba officials failed to 
agree on the new rate and actually 
never went on record as being in 
favor of the new rate. The city, 
_according to Commissioner Faulk, 
has not paid the new rate since it was 
adopted six months ago, and the 
time had come for the city to pay the 
fee or find an alternate means of 
dumping its refuse. He made a 
motion that the commission send a 
letter to city officials stating that on 
May 1, 1987, the city will have to pay 
the new rate or find an alternate site. 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
explained that when the commission 
began studying the new rate to be 
charged, it was discovered that the 
rate being paid by Elba was almost 
double that being paid by Enter- 
prise, and Elba officials stated they 
would continue to pay the former 
rate until the city had been 
reimbursed the overpayment 
through usage of the lower rate. The 
method was to take approximately 
five years. 

Commissioner Sid Averett 
declared, ‘“‘The county has been 
providing a jail for the city of Elba for 
a number of years while Enterprise 
furnishes its own jail! Elba officials 
should realize that the savings the 
county has provided it by allowing it 
4o use the jail more than makes up 
for the difference in the garbage 
rates,’’

Jury needs only six minutes 


to find Mullis guilty of murder 


After hearing testimony for four 
days, a jury of eight women and four 
men took only six minutes to return a 
verdict of guilty against a Georgia 
man accused of murder-for-hire in 
the 1985 shooting death of his wife’s 
lover. 

Easton Darris ‘‘Buddy’’ Mullis, 
age 43, was charged with hiring two 
teenagers to murder James Edward 
Nelson, age 55, a resident of rural 
Coffee County, who was kidnapped 
and later found dead under a bridge 
at the Conecuh River near the 
Glenwood Community. The jury 


recommended that Mullis be 
sentenced to life in prison without 
parole, 

Mrs. Mullis, wife of the convicted 
man, stated during the trial that she 
began an affair with Nelson in 1984 
and left her husband and four 
children in 1985 to move in with 
Nelson in Coffee County. She was 
living with Nelson when the 
abduction occurred, 


Mullis had taken the stand in his 
own behalf during the trial and 
denied any involvement in the death.

The Quieting Of The Knell

As the resurrection sun slipped slowly into view she quietly sat, the eyes 
of her hungry soul fixed on the east. Crawling gently upward, its rays shed 
forth a softening calm upon the weary world and quelled the pounding heart 
within her throat and breast. It was again the silent peace that had arrived to 
hush the tolling of death’s bells on twenty Easters past. 

That Good Friday long ago had eased open like one the 14-year-old and 
his younger brother’d dreamed about, The warm sun soon changed their 
light jackets from a mother’s hedge-against-winter’s-last-tease into a thin 
padding on their small boat’s seat. The almost weightlessness of the tiny 
fishes taken in the early morn seemed a symbol of the lightness of their 
hearts on this, their holiday. 

Donald, the oldest, with his father’s spirit, was clearly in his realm in the 
free outdoors. And yet he had his mother’s nature too. It was her gentle, 
tender thoughtfulness in him that had the day before, on Maundy Thursday, 
sent him scurrying home to find a hoe. He was excited as a 2-year-old to bring 
the running rose bush from the old abandoned place and give it to his mom 
and see her happiness. 

Their married Sis cooked favorite things on that Good Friday noon -- and 
had the two boys stay and eat with her. And for a while they sat, and laughed, 
and joked about the fishes they’d thrown back into the pond. 

They then headed home to check with Dad who wasn’t feeling well those 
days. Donald gave some water to the rose bush in the pail. The sun was high; 
their spirits soared. So when Dad napped they chased away, up through the 
woods to run and romp again. 

A gravel pit, once-used and soaked from recent rairis, held fascination for 
the two. They climbed the ridges, and they ran, and jumped, and laughed, 
and called out... back and forth... as brothers who are lost in happy fun. 

Then suddenly Don whirled! His scream of warning pierced the air! Ray 
fled. It was too late for Don. The gravel pit gaped open like an angry god and 
pulled his youthful life inside and covered it o’er with mountains of the heavy 
dirt from up above. 


A man clad in a uniform walked quickly into where she worked that day; 
he said there’d been an accident. One of her sons was hurt; would she get 
her coat and come. A million prayers poured from her heart; a thousand 
hopes raced through her head. And then the trooper’s radio blared out, as he 
tried frantically to turn the message down: “The body’s found!’’ And 
soon she saw the sheet-draped figure taken from the van and saw the 
younger weeping son beside. She knew her man-child Don was gone.

The idea of “‘resurrection’’ is 
found only in Christendom. Only in 
the realm of the Christian faith can 
one find helps or aids toward 
understanding the Resurrection. The 
Scriptures mention two kinds of 
resurrections; physical and spiritual. 
The Bible speaks of a physical or 
material resurrection when it talks 
about the resurrection of the body. 

There are also two material or 
physical resurrections, 

1. The resurrection of the 
righteous unto life. The resurrection 
of the righteous dead will take place 
prior to the millenium. 

2. The resurrection of the wicked 
dead. This resurrection will take 
place after the millenium. 

The Scriptures also refer to a 
Spiritual resurrection whereby the 
spirit of man is quickened from the 
power of death when one is dead in 
trespasses and sins. Ephesians 2:1, 
“‘And you hath he quickened, who 
were dead in trespasses and sins,’’ 
Verses 5 and 6 declare that God 
“hath quickened us together with 
Christ"’ and ‘‘raised us up together, 
and made us sit together in heavenly 
places in Christ Jesus.’’

While there is ample historical proof that Jesus of Nazareth lived in 
the first century, some question if His claims to be the Christ, the Son 
of God, can really be believed, The best record of His life, the Bible, 
gives ample evidence that His claims were true, through the fulfilled 
prophecies, the record of his miracles, and the testimony of His 


A major reason for believing in Christ is the record of fulfilled 
prophecies. The prophet Micah had predicted, ‘‘thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet 
out of thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be the ruler in Israel, 
whose goings forth have been from of old, from everlasting’ (Micah 
5:2). Mary and Joseph were residents of Nazareth, but through the 
providence of God, they made their way to Bethlehem, for the birth of 
Jesus. Isaiah predicted, ‘the Lord himself shall give you a sign; 
Behold a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel”’ (Is, 7:14). This prophecy was fulfilled in the birth of Jesus 
to the virgin Mary, In His life and death Jesus fulfilled numerous 

rophecies, such as Psalm 22:16-18, which says, ‘‘They pierced my 
ase and my feet, . .

NICENE COUNCIL - 

There were two councils of the 
‘Christian Church held in Nicea in 
Asia Minor. The first was called in 
325 by Emperor Constantine to settle 
the dispute caused by the Asian 
views of the Trinity.

“almost defies description,’’ Head 
says. 

In addition to serving as district 
judge, which gives him jurisdiction 
over civil cases, he serves the 12th 
circuit as juvenile judge, which gives 
him criminal and civil jurisdiction in 
juvenile cases. 

But aside from the responsibili- 
ties included in the job description, 
does a judge have to be more moral? 
Does he have to be careful to observe 
the speed limit and come to a 
complete hault at a stop sign? 

Head says no. 

“Tam probably more conscious of 
my actions because of the fact that I 
am a judge,’’ he said. ‘‘I don’t have 
the reputation of being a bad egg, 
and I think if I had had skeletons in 
my closet I wouldn’t be here today. 

‘*My responsibility is one I take 
very seriously,’’ he said. ‘‘I can’t 
dwell too long on any one decision, If 
you can’t make a decision, you 
shouldn’t be a judge. But I must 
make enlightened decisions.’’ 

Some of the cases the judge hears 
lend themselves to bench rulings, 
while others require research, 

“Many, many nights, I've been 
burning more than midnight oil in an 
effort to catch up on the backload of 
cases,’’ he said. ‘‘And I have to work 
in time to help Mama with the 
babies.”’ 

Head and his wife Chris have 
four children - Anna, 7; Allen, 4; 
Jonathon, 3; and Mary Katherine, 1. 

He said he never saw himself as a 
judge when he decided to become a 
lawyer.

Is this 
right?’ "’ 

The time will come, however, 
when politics will enter into the job.

Elba council discusses garbage problems 


Garbage collections and disposal 
continue to haunt the Elba City 
Council. Tuesday night at a meeting 
of city officials, Mayor Bob English 
gave council memibers details of 
problems in both areas. 

Coffee County commissioners are 
demanding more to dump at the 
county landfill or they will prohibit 
Elba from dumping at the county 
controlled site. Also, the commercial 
collector has been put on notice that 
trash can no longer be mixed with 
garbage in the landfill, Waste Away 
Says this will cost them more money 
to collect each separately. 

Additionally, a recently received 
ruling from the Alabama Attorney 
General's office notes that the 
present garbage pickup is not legal, 
In 1986 Elba City Council took bids 
on picking up all residential and 
commercial garbage. After an uproai 
from a large group of commercial 
customers, the city kept the 
commercial pickup and the 
successful bidder (Waste Away) 
began picking up — residential 
garbage. 

Arequest for an opinion from the 
attorney general was mailed with the 
understanding that the contractor 
would abide by the ruling, even 
though they had already begun 


picking up the household garbage in 
town, 

The Elba council will again 
advertise for bids on picking up the 
garbage. However, only after 
opening the bids will the council 
make a decision about the city going 
back into the garbage pickup in the 
residential area. 

Estimates were presented to the 
council Tuesday evening on the cost 
of the alternates available in garbage 
pickup, The figures were compiled 
by Waste Away, according to Mayor 
English, The city is presently paying 
a total of $16,970 for garbage pickup 
at homes and the cost of commercial 
pickup and landfill charges. 

Waste Away estimates that their 
cost under a new contract would 
increase the monthly expense by 
$3021, This would include the 
additional $400 the city must begin 
paying the county landfill on May 1, 

They also estimate it would cost 
more for the city to get back into the 
pickup of residential garbage. This, 
according to Waste Away, would 
total $21,138 or an additional $1147 a 
month above the cost, with Waste 
Away doing the work in the 
residential areas. 

The city council went into 
executive session to, ‘discuss the
